Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

July 12, 2004

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, July 12 at 6:30 
pm by Chairman Gary Laboa in the meeting room of the 
Rochester Senior Center on Dexter Lane. Also present 
were Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Bradford 
Morse, Town Administrator James Huntoon, and Admin- 
istrative Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first unanimously voted to go into 
Executive Session with Town Counsel Blair S. Bailey to 
discuss pending litigation matters. Upon returning to 
Open Session at 7:00 pm, there was a crowd of over 100 
people gathered in the meeting room to discuss the sole 
topic on that evening's agenda: recent criminal allegations 
and safety issues at the Knight and Look Campground. 
The vast majority of those present were campers and 
long-term residents of the facility — both past and present 
— who came before the Selectmen to show their support 
for the campground and co-owners Janice and Donald 
Look. 

The town recently sought a preliminary court 
injunction forcing Knight and Look Campground to cease 
operation until they obtain proper permitting from the

ployee, made for possession of illegal substances by 
undercover drug agents on July 9. 

Chairman Laboa made it clear that although this 
wasn't a formal public hearing, just an "informational 
meeting/' he was willing to listen to the campers' con- 
cerns even though "there is not a decision being made by 
the Board of Selectmen tonight." 

"We're going to take some input, but hopefully 
limit it to reasonable input," Chairman Laboa said. "We 
acknowledge there are a lot of people here tonight in 
support of the campground. But please be aware that 
there is pending litigation ... (so) if there are any questions 
on that, I will defer to Town Counsel." 

Camper Wanda Powers of Middleboro began by 
presenting the board with a signed petition from all the 
campers in opposition to the closing of Knight and Look 
Campground. She expressed concern that Mr. Laboa, in 
particular, had been quoted in the press as saying he 
would do everything in his power to shut the camp- 
ground down, which to her seemed a biased position. 

"Will our input here make any type of impres- 
sion?" Ms. Powers asked. 

"This is about somebody operating a non-licensed 
business," Chairman Laboa said. "It's not about whether 
it's a good campground or bad campground. The town is 
focusing on litigation and ... the lack of a license. They're 
operating illegally." 

Co-owner Janice Look piped up for the first time 
that evening, asking Mr. Laboa that if she didn't have a 
license to operate, then why had Regional Health Agent 
Karen Walega accepted and cashed her (permit fee) 
check? 

"She cashed my check," Ms. Look said. "Check 
the law ... not Laboa's law." 

"If she gave you a check for a license for the 
campground, her returned check should be her receipt for

the license,'' agreed camper Chris Botelho. 

"If I was a contractor who was going to build a 
house in town, I would have to get a (building) permit, 
(so) why didn't (Ms. Look) get the license saying she had 
permission to run the business?" added camper Dennis 
Monte. 

"If you came in for a building permit, you 
wouldn't get (it) unless you met all the zoning by-laws in 
the town or city in which you want to build," clarified 
Town Counsel Blair Bailey. "When we filed this action 
seeking an injunction to shut (the campground) down, it 
was done so they would comply with the issues. It was 
made clear to the owners last year that unless (they) 
remedy all of these items, (they) cannot reopen next year. 
The permit fee was accepted. The intention of the Board of 
Health was to hold a hearing. The money is in the Board 
of Health's (account) ... the fact that the check was cashed 
has no legal bearing on whether they have a license or 
not." 

Many of the campers — who attended the meet- 
ing with their children — expressed concern that Knight 
and Look Campground offers a safe, affordable family- 
oriented place to take their kids during the summer. If it is 
forced to close, they will likely have nowhere else to go. 

Camper Armanda Arruda was one such camper 
who also wished to dispel the recent press accounts which 
she said portrayed the campground as unsafe. "If this 
campground was unsafe ... I would not bring my child 
into that campground," she said. "That's a family camp- 
ground." 

Chairman Laboa reiterated that as a town official, 
he just wants to see businesses in Rochester abide by the 
same laws. "The Town of Rochester is a business, it has to 
be run with rules and regulations," he said. 

"They have inspected the pool, they've inspected 
the store ... they (only) had issues with the septic sys-

terns/' Ms. Look said. "Why do we have to Title V some- 
thing that has never failed?'' 

Chairman Laboa noted there is also the matter of 
the Recreation Center building which does not have a 
proper building permit on file and that the campground 
itself is only licensed for a maximum of 25 campsites — 
not the estimated 150 sites it is reported to have. 

"You never set a limit," Ms. Look said, referring to 
her agreement with the town. "You didn't know that, did 
you?" 

"We'll let the courts argue that one," Mr. Laboa 
said. "Last year when a lot of this stuff first arose, we 
made an agreement with the campground that if ... they 
came into compliance by this year, we'd let them operate 
through the remainder of 2003. When a town official is 
told that someone in the community 'just doesn't care,' 
we've got to do something. If the campground gets shut 
down, the fault is going to be with the owners for not 
being in compliance, not us." 

As for the Rec Center, Building Inspector Robert 
Francis noted the proper paperwork has yet to be filed. "I

allowed the building to be used at the end of last year, but 
the paperwork needed to be done/' he said. "It's still not 
done. I need the signature of a licensed contractor on the 
permit." 

Several campers expressed anger over what they 
perceived as a "personal vendetta" against the owners, in 
particular Mr. Look who served prison time for second- 
degree murder after reportedly killing his first wife while 
cleaning a shotgun in 1974. They claimed the town 
officials and local media were being unfair to him even 
after having paid his debt to society. 

But there were a few Rochester residents who 
sided with the town's concerns. 

"Fm sure there are a lot of good people in there, 
but Fve got a problem with the noise," said campground 
abutter Charles Cutler. "During the day I can expect (to 
hear) kids playing, but at night I need it quiet. Shouldn't 
there be a time when (people quiet down)? We didn't 
have this problem years ago." 

"If you have a predisposition (to) think the people 
in Rochester don't want you here, you're wrong," added 
resident Ken Daggett. "I run a business in town. To me, as 
long as the rules and regulations are met, you're welcome 
here. No one here has a problem with you enjoying our 
town. All we're asking is that you comply with the law. I 
don't see a problem with that." 

"We certainly acknowledge that there is a large 
group of people here in support of the campground," 
Chairman Laboa said. "Again, we are in litigation to get

the issues that the town has cleared up. We already ... 
cooperated with the owners of the campground by 
allowing them to operate illegally until they came into 
compliance for 2004. Cooperation and attitude goes a long 
way in trying to work with someone.'' 

When accused of being unwilling to support the 
continued use of the property as a campground. Chair- 
man Laboa bristled and said he was only responding to 
what he had been told of potential plans for the site — 
including the rumored purchase-and-sale agreement to 
sell the 33-acre property to developers. 

''(The owners) have publicly expressed their 
interest to sell the property," Chairman Laboa said. "As 
far as I'm concerned, as long as they get into compliance 
with the issues at hand, they can operate the campground 
for another 100 years — I don't care. If they want to 
continue to operate a campground within the rules and 
regulations, that's fine." 

In other matters, the board unanimously voted to 
appoint Chris Faustino to the Soil Board. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 8:10 pm.

The Mattapoisett Skate Park is still under con- 
struction and currently closed to skating. Although the 
ramps are in place, the concrete transitions have to be 
poured and set properly. They are relying on the generos- 
ity of a concrete company that has been donating the 
concrete to the project. They are also grateful for the time 
donated by Michael, Jodie and Garrett Bauer. The Bauer 
family has been spreading the concrete and designing the 
transitions. The pouring of the concrete is dependent 
upon good weather. Additionally, the safety fencing has to 
be installed, the signs need to be posted, and the insur- 
ance company needs to inspect the work and give their 
approval. 

The project is short funds and the committee has 
reopened their fundraising efforts to pay for the cost of 
the ramps. Approximately $88,000 was spent to prepare 
the earth, drainage, pave, fence off the perimeter and 
landscape. Supporting documents have been submitted to 
the town by J.B. Lanagan, Inc. 

The park is almost complete and expected to be 
open to the public in early August. The committee appre- 
ciates the continued support they've received from the 
Board of Selectmen, the skaters, and the residents.

Anchorman: The Legend of Ron Burgundy. Starring Will 
Farrell and Christina Applegate. Directed by Adam 
McKay. Running time: 91 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

The best comedies tend to happen when an inspired comedian 
takes pen to paper and follows an obsession. Steve Martin did it with 
LA. Story, Dan Aykroyd with Ghosthusters, and Mike Myers with 
Austin Powers. These films feel as if they needed to happen — as 
though they'd been nagging their creators for years, from the mo- 
ment Aykroyd first got interested in the paranormal or Myers saw 
his first Carnaby Street movie. Will Farrell must have fond memories 
of the blowhard news anchormen he saw in his childhood, because 
he and director Adam McKay have crafted an affectionate back- 
handed tribute to deluded 70s machismo in Anchorman — a movie 
generally without the delirious comic heights of the aforementioned 
classics, but still a detailed and bizarrely specific portrait. 

Ron Burgundy (Terrell), an awesomely self-satisfied San Diego 
anchor, seems to have been born just at the right time to enjoy what's 
left of white male privilege in the 70s (his coif and mustache certainly 
wouldn't fly in any other decade). He lives the life of a swinger and 
a rock star, lovingly tended by his news team (ladies' man Paul Rudd, 
crude hee-hawing David Koechner, and serenely oblivious Steve 
Carell) . Yet this alpha male is also a lonely man, with only his beloved 
dog Baxter warming the other side of his bed. Like Austin Powers, 
Ron talks the ladykiller talk far better than he walks the walk. His life 
is disrupted, for better and worse, when the ambitious Veronica 
Corningstone (Christina Applegate) arrives at Ron's news station 
with an eye on the co-anchor position. Ron has other positions in 
mind. 

Some of Anchorman is the kind of giddy, nonsensical stuff that 
can only emerge from a genuinely deranged comic brain. The Daily 
Show's Steve Carell, who scored the biggest laughs in Bruce Almighty, 
scores again here with each cheerfully surreal statement. There's a 
street rumble between several competing news teams that seems to 
be there just to show off a bunch of cameos, some of which haven't 
been spoiled in the trailer — the only one conspicuously missing here 
is Owen Wilson. And there's another first-rate cameo in a scene 
wherein poor Baxter is endangered. I wished for a bit more comic 




lunacy, though. When it's established that Ron will read anything that 
appears on his TelePrompTer, the movie doesn't do nearly enough 
with that premise — Mike Myers would've taken that and run 
giggling with it. 

Still, it's an affable enough comedy (though not quite the side- 
splitter some Internet critics are hyping it as), with a well-judged 
soundtrack of 70s chestnuts — the news team's impromptu rendi- 
tion of "Afternoon Delight" is the best use of that inanely libidinous 
ditty I've seen since The Rules of Attraction. Will Farrell steps firmly 
into the so-retro-they're-stylin' shoes of Ron Burgundy, selling the 
character with a kind of manic throwback integrity. Ron doesn't 
know how foolish he is, and that's the joke, but Terrell also gives him 
an added consciousness — somehow, Ron senses, there must be 
more to life than pool parties and high ratings. "This is the same party 
we've had for the last ten years! Which is in no way depressing!" 
laughs Ron over a Scotch. In some corner of his mind, Ron is ready 
for his own era to end; he's ready for the Veronica Corningstones to 
come in and share the party. So is Veronica, played by Christina 
Applegate with the same hey-I-^ifiin'f-peak-in-the-'90s avidity she 
showed in The Sweetest Thing. Terrell, in handing her a major role in 
what's sure to be a summer hit, proves a keen judge of undertapped 
talent. 

There's no real way to tell if this is true or just the sportive cast 
and crew putting us on, but one of the more interesting factoids 
bandied about in the Anchorman press junkets is that so much 
material was filmed that they've got enough footage for an entire 
second movie just from the outtakes. (This would explain why so 
much of what's in the trailer isn't in the movie.) The plan, they say, 
is to put out a 2-disc DVD with this "second movie," Wake Up, Ron 
Burgundy, included as an extra. Maybe Owen Wilson will show up 
there.
